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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The preliminary amendment to the specification filed 22 June 2004 is in improper format 
and not in conformance with 37 CFR 1.121(b)(1)(H) as the replacement paragraph does not 
contain markings showing the changes relative to the previous version of the paragraph. 

As amendment in proper form should be submitted in response to this action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1 line 5 "the electric wire" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States.

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sano et al. 
Sano et al. discloses a steer-by-wire vehicle steering apparatus comprising: 
a steering operator member 10 electrically operatively connected to a steerable road 

wheel; 

drive means PS for steering the steerable road wheel, in response to operation of said 
steering operator member; via an electric wire; 

detection means 13 for detecting a steering angle of said steering operator member, an 
angle of travel direction of the vehicle and an actual steered angle of the steerable road wheel 
steered by said drive means; 

control means 15 for controlling said drive section in response to detection by said 
detection means in such a manner that the angle of travel direction of the vehicle and the steering 
angle of said steering operator member agree with each other; 

and resistive force generation means 14 for generating and imparting a steering resistive 
force to said steering operator member in accordance with the actual steered angle of the 
steerable road wheel detected by said detection means; 

wherein the steering resistive force T is varied in accordance with a velocity of the 
vehicle (see col. 4 lines 60-61); 

wherein the steering resistive force is varied in accordance with a product between a 
target road-wheel steering angle and a velocity of the vehicle (see col. 6 lines 33-36). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 

U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited references disclose steer by wire steering systems. Serizawa et al. is an 
equivalent of JP 62-331084 referred to in Sano et al. in col. 4 line 16.
